AMERICAN FLAG SECONDARY? 


District Attorney Finds no 


Law Under Which to 


Cause Arrest 


\\ ere there a law under which the 
arrest could be made, Andy Gilbertson 
would now 
be 
defending 
himself 
against a charge of showing disrespect 
for the American banner, according 
to G. A. R. Patriotic Instructor Ed­ 
ward Cronon. 
Mr. Cronon charges that Gilbertson 
exhibited a Norwegian flag in front 
of his "Mecca’’ saloon 
on 
North 
Fourth street at the beginning of the 
Saengerfest, and that no 
American 
llag was exhibited In him. 
Complaint 
was made to Gilbertson by the city 
officials, says Cronon. whereupon Gil­ 
bertson placed an American tlag on 
the staff below the Norwegian ban­ 
ner. 
This morning Mr. Cronon made ap­ 
plication to District Attorney Otto 
Bosshard for a warrant for the ar­ 
rest of Gilbertson on a charge of will­ 
ful disrespect to the American flag. 
Owing to the fact that no law cov­ 
ered such an offense, however, the 
district attorney was unable to issue 
the warrant. 
It is likely, however, that Gilbert­ 
son intended no disrespect to the (lag. 
as the first failure to 
exhibit 
the 
American banner was likely an over­ 
sight. 
The flag staff extends hori­ 
zontally from the building toward the 
street, and when the American banner 
was placed upon it, the Norwegian 
flag was permitted to remain near the 
end of the staff with the United States 
flag closest to the building, under it.

Instructor Cronon, how­ 
ever. is decided in his denunciation of 
what he calls Gilbertson’s evident dis­ 
respect, and may call upon him with 
a demand that the banners be adjusted 
to suit hi> idea of the manner in which 
they should be hung by a loyal Amer­ 
ican citizen.
